During the year J9Q7 a great Inter 
national Military, Naval) Historical atHl 
Industrial Exposition will be held on 
aad near the waters of Hampton Beads, 
Virginia, in .•ommemoration of the 
threO hundredth' umiversary of the 
first permanent English settlement at 
Jamestown, Virginia, in 1007. 

Tho Jamestown Tcr-centenninl Ex¬ 
position will differ: distinctively from 
other Expositions, as it will have a 
great international naval rendezvous 
and military encampment, to which in¬ 
vitations have been extended by the 
President of tho United States. Many 
countries have accepted and will not 
Only participate in the naval and mili¬ 
tary features but will also make in 
dnstrinl displays as well. ' 

During ordinary times the vicinity 
^ordering on Hampton Bonds so famous 
in liistofy, possesses attractions to 
Warrant its selection as a meeting 
place, while during the Exposition 
period its natural advantages will bo 
wonderfully augmented. 

These facts, coupled with its wondcr- 
rul transportation facilities, located 
within twenty-four hours' rfdo of more 
than half of the population of the 
United States, makes it an exceedingly 
attractive place in which to hold con¬ 
ventions and special meetings. 

A description of the Jamestown Ex¬ 
position, its progress, its character and 
its features, set forth in a brief para¬ 
graph, would read as follows: 

Tho object of tho Exposition is to 
celebrate tho foundation of tho first 
permanent English speaking settlement 
in America, which was laid at James¬ 
town, Virginia, May 13, 3607. It will 
bo opened by the President of the 
United States at the noon hour of April 
26, 1907, the three hundredth anniver¬ 
sary of the day that the adventurers, 
who were to found Jamestown, landed 
at Capo Henri*; the gates will close nt 
midnight of November 30, 1907. 

The Exposition will be held on the 
waters and shores of Hampton Bonds, 
tho largest and best land-locked harbor 
•n the Atlantic seaboard—five miles 
distant from the city of Norfolk, and 
in equal proximity to Newport Nows, 
Portsmouth, Hampton and Old Point 
Comfort, Virginia. The Exposition 
headquarters are at Norfolk, Virginia. 

The Exposition site contains jigptfgi*' 
mately four hundred acres of land 
space—a forty acre enclosed water 
basin and tho one hundred and sixty 
miles of water surface of Hampton 
Bonds. It has ft frontage of two miles 
on Hampton Roads, and one-half mile 


EXPOSJ-j oh Bouall Creek. The other sides of 
the Exposition grounds are enclosed by 
a dpeofafive pjno and wire fenee, cov¬ 
ered with honoysunkle, crimson rambler 
rose and trumpet vines. The Exposi¬ 
tion is » great white and rod city-— 
Corinthian columns flanking walls. 
Shade trees am, fn sbundancej groves’ 
of fruit trees on, tile grounds and in-' 
numerable 3.eds Of native flowers and 
decorative plants. 

In the exhibit buildings of the Ex¬ 
position there will be gathered the 
choicest selection of industrial arts, of 
transportation devises, of historical dis¬ 
plays and a complete section will be 
devoted to Seventeenth Century handi¬ 
craft. 

Twenty foreign, nations will partici¬ 
pate in the Exposition by sending 
representative fleets from their navies 
and crack regiments from their armies. 
Thirty States of tho Union will take 
prominent part and most of them will 
have buildings on tho grounds. 

In connection with the military and 
naval display the Government will 
maintain a War Museum, 

In tho Government Building will be 
an exhibit of the State Department, 
showing facsimiles in some cases and 
in others originals,’of all the famous 
documents which have become part <jf 
our nation’s history. 

The Treasury Department will main¬ 
tain a Bureau of Engraving and Print¬ 
ing, which will illustrate the plate 
work used in the Bureau for notes and 
bonds. It will also exhibit its splendid 
collection of portraits in which appear 
all tho Presidents of tho United States 
and all tho Secretaries of the Treasury. 

The Life Saving Service will operate 
a Station, completely equipped, and they 
will make rescues from time to time 
from boats in the harbor. A complete 
station will bo maintained, being an 
exact duplicate of that which is regu- 
operated on the coast. 

In the War Museum models of forti¬ 
fication and harbor defenses and types 
of batteries On embankments will be 
shown. 

The exhibit of the Ordnance Depart¬ 
ment, of this section, will be a com¬ 
plete exhibition of firearms and pow¬ 
der. The largest cannon and the small¬ 
est side arms will he shown. Various 
styles of machine guns will be exhibit¬ 
ed—cartridge making machines will he 
operated. Every variety of auto¬ 
matic death-dealing device will be ex¬ 
hibited, and each Invention for defense 
will be Shown in juxtaposition. 

The Signal Sendee Corps will illus¬ 
trate the scientific evolution of its 
branch. The development of signals 
or transmitting messages from long dis¬ 
tances is as old as history, but it is a 
far cry from the old fire on the hilltop 
to the telordergraph and heliograph Of 


the present day. The tnost of the .in-'- 
torvoning methods will ho. shown go the* 
developments of this science may- be 
accurately shown. : ,

The Geologic Survey will make a"

The Department of Agriculture will' 
make an invaluable exhibit which will 
bo intensely interesting to every- farm¬ 
er. , ’’ 

The Department of Commerce and-' 
Labor will maintain tho best Aquarium; 
over shown at an Exposition. 

The Library of Congress will be* 
represented by a model of the nevr 
building. Old and rare maps of th« 
world and maps dose up to date rill 
form, part of this exhibit; which wHA 
also contain autograph letters of th- 
great American statesmen and m so- 
scripts of political and personal inter* 
est. I ) ,\ ’' 'p® ■ 

Tho Industrial Division of the Ex* 
position will occupy several of the 
largest buildings on tile grounds’, and. 
will contain not only finished exhibitor* 
Of machinery- and products, but model * 1 
of innumerable inventions, designed" ta - 
improve machinery now in use, perfect. • 
products now manufactured, or alter * 
modes in making goods. Mammotk^ 
exhibit palaces will be devoted to man- - 
ufacturers, liberal arts, horticulture,.» 
mines and mining,, pure;-food, trans¬ 
portation, etc. 

An Arts andC&aff Village, consisting' 2 
of seven old colonial .buildings, will 
house hand workers in textiles, Iren* . 
copper, wood, silver, rushes and felt. - 
The artisans, or really artists, who willh 
work in these buildings will produce-* 
Seventeenth Century household good* - 
and wearing materials just as they,- 
werc made by the earliest colonists:-
